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Your Questions Answered 


by Dr. John P. Baumgardt 
GARE 


I've had a thornless honey locust 
‘Shademaster’ about six years. It 
starts losing leaves about mid-Au- 
gust. Is this normal, or is something 
lacking? Mrs. V. M., lowa 


Foliage should hang on until frost; 
something is wrong. Try fertilizing 
it in very early spring. 


A Christmas cactus that was my 
grandfather's is over 50 years old. 
When my mother was alive she cared 
for it and it bloomed profusely every 
Christmas. The past few years it has 
bloomed later and later; the last 
time it bloomed was March, 1972. I’ve 
tried resting it in fall, not overwater- 
ing, and repotted it several months 
ago. It looks withered and the few 
new leaves are dwarfed. Any sugges- 
tions? R. G. R., Ohio 


Grow this cactus in equal parts 
garden loam, peat, composted cow 
manure, and sand. Keep it con- 
stantly moist the year round, and 
in strong light. It will thrive if set 
in the garden in high shade over 
summer. From early fall on, give 
it no additional light at night. 


I have done some crossbreeding with 
plants. But how is it done with im- 
patiens? How do you keep the flow- 
ers from being self-fertilized? | have 
several white and green variegated 
leafed plants with pink blossoms 
(started from cuttings), but this kind 
has never set seeds. Can it be made 
to produce seed or be used in cross- 
breeding? B. F. T., Conn. 


As with many flowers, impatiens 
blooms should be opened in the bud 
stage and emasculated (anthers re- 
moved) to prevent self-pollination. 
I can’t say whether your variegated 
strain will set seed, but the pollen 
may be viable and could be used 
to cross to another fertile plant. 


We are having difficulty getting Ca- 
nadian hemlock hedge to grow. The 
soil is clay and drainage is not good. 


We wanted evergreen, but we’ve re- 
planted so many times we have a 
fortune in it. Should we try some- 
thing else? N. H., Mich. 


Work up the soil in a strip three 
or four feet wide and 11% feet 
deep with vast amounts of leaf 
mold or peat, with some gypsum 
to modify the texture of the clay, 
and then plant. No evergreen grows 
very enthusiastically in heavy clay 
soil. Probably one of the spruces, 
particularly Norway spruce, would 
come nearer growing in your clay 
than anything else. 


Our silver maple’s roots are encroach- 
ing on our rose bed. The tree is a 
fine specimen that gives much 
needed shade, and we don’t want to 
lose or move it. The rose beds can- 
not be relocated. How do we keep 
the roots out of the rose bed without 
killing the tree? Mr. and Mrs. C. L., 
i. 


The only real answer, given your 
set of can’ts, is to dig a two-foot 
deep trench the width of a spade 
blade along the outer rim of the 
rose bed every year. #8 
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
